“ To

from delaying freight an unreasonable 
length of time in transit. 
"F o r the weighing of coal bv the 
railroads at the destination to prevent 
Di^ shortage on shipments of coal in 
Open cars.” 
Mr. Oglesby believes the legislature 
will increase the powers of the com­ 
mission.
